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amended claims 1 and 2 to overcome this rejection. Reconsideration and withdrawal of this 
rejection are respectfully requested. 



Rejections Over Prior Art 

Applicants respectfully submit that the features of claims 1, 2 and 8 are not taught or 
suggested by any of the references cited in the final Office Action. Tn particular, none of the 
cited references, alone or combined, teach or suggest a composition having a pesticidally 
effective amount of at least one plant essential oil compound (e.g., phenyl ethyl alcohol 
and/or phenyl ethyl propionate) selected on a basis of toxicity against mold mites, as 
required by the claimed invention. Applicant respectfully submits that there is no basis upon 
which to predicate the determination that the selection of phenyl ethyl alcohol and/or phenyl 
ethyl propionate in accordance with the teachings of any of the cited references is necessarily 
based on their toxicity against mold mites. It is believed that this fundamental difference alone 
between the claimed invention and the various cited references is sufficient to undermine the 
asserted rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102 or §103 set forth in the final Office Action dated 
December 10, 2001 . Thus, reconsideration and withdrawal of the prior art rejections are 
respectfully requested.
